The 
Ghost of Mr Clifford was very satisfactory, and 
the lime-light effects contributed not a little to the 
illusionof the scenes in which he was engaged, 
Cumberland’s edition was used, and Mr Pyne, 
consequently, in his embodiment of Polonius, 
which was meritorious, was deprived of his great 
speech to his son. Laertes and Horatio were 
passable ; but Rosencranz and Guildenstern were 
rather weak in the knees. Miss H. Cowle’s 
Gertrude is well-known as queenly; and Miss 
L. Vernon’s Ophelia found favour, but we object 
to dark Ophelias; we would go so far as to 
suggest to a brunette the advisibility of wearing a 
flaxen wig on such an occasion. The tragedy, on 
the whole, was a success. Whitebait at Greenwich, 
the first piece last Monday week, had Mr Wovod- 
ville for Small, Mr Walters, for Buzzard; and 
Mesdames Cowle and Bell for Lucretia and Sally. 
The ball was full. The Middlesex Hospital funds, 
it is to be hoped, were enriched by the entertain- 
ment.

XXXI.- WILLIAM FARREN, SENIOR, 








Turs celebrated comedian and character 
actor of whom Englishmen are 8ojus:ly proud 
was born in 1787, and like most great artists 
on the stage, was a scion of a theatrical 
family. His father was a tragedian who 
acted with Garrick at Drury Lane Theatre, 
and under Harris at Covent Garden Theatre. 
| His elder brother P. Farren, was an actor, and 
| stage manager at the Haymarket. W. Farren 
inherited a fortune of several thousand pounds,

His. Lord Oyleby was one of the most 
perfect representations of the old: beau of the 
period that ever graced the boards; bis more 
recent creation of Sir Harcourt Courtly was 
founded on the previous novel and Sir Pryér 
Oldencourt, Sir Bashful. Constant, Sir Adam 
Contest, Sir Fretful Plagiaryl, -&c, were only 
80 many modifications of bis Lord Oyleby, 
the weal of the old English Gentlemen which 
formed so essential an ingredient in Mr 
Farreu’s genial idivsyncrasy, By this he was 
distinguished from Dowton, Munden, and 
Bartley, who, in characters fitted for them, 
were as superior as they were inferior to him 
in Ogleby, Sir Peter (bis great part) Sir 
Anthony, Beau Shatterly, Lord Townly, &c. 
In character parts he was very great as 
Frederick of Prussia and Charles of Sweden 
(the latter was the beau ideal of the watrior 
king), but when he attempted Shylock, it was 
evident that nature and taste had assigned him 
a place which he could not quit with impunity. 
He bad, however, a liking for new parta 
(always a good sign in an actor), and through- 
out his long career there were dramatists who 
delighted to suit him; perhaps no actor ever 
took greater pains to attain the perfection of 
finish in the embodiment of a dramatic concep- 
tion. Alhough he seldom played in the 
works of the great Bard, his Sir Andrew 
Ayguecheek was a part that suited him 











admirably, and, we belieye, Polonius was one | 


of his charactera, also Malvolio. Who that 
saw bim act the Country Squire can ever efface 
the assumption from his ‘memory; it was 
somethiag per sé,’ nothing of its kind could be 
more true to nature, the perfect type of a hale, 
hearty, self-opinioned, good-humoured, preju- 
diced, domineering, and somewhat 
Country Gentleman; then again his Michael 
Persin, the representative pf unsophisticated 
goodness, in the person of a French cuié; his 
Uncle Joho, rejoicing iv the belief of his owa 
Vigour, and therefore a good humdur with the 
world arouud him; bis Nicholas Flam, the 
wily and plausible lawyer; Uncle Foozle, the 
old fogey, prone to drop asleep, and garrulous 
when waking—in all these Farren was inimi- 
table.

Mr Farren was the contemporary of our 
greatest modern actors,—Kean, Young, 
Macready, Harley, Cooper, Wallack, Keeley, 
Meadows, 'T.’ P. ‘Guoke, Mrs Glover, Mrs 
Nisbett, Miss Foote, Miss Kemble, Miss H. 
Faucit (his- pupil), Madme Vestris, &c., and 
aust, in-his line, be regarded as their equal. 
His history, too, is the history of the British 
stave for the first half of the nineteenth 
century, and bis connection with it embraces a 
point; of transition in its fortunes not a little 
remarkable. When the patent houses no 
longer monopolised the legitimate, Mr Farren 
became convinced that a new and successful, 
drama was requisite for the age, and that what 
these houses wanted, in order to con'inue their 
influence, was a revergal of the whole system, 
an upheaval of the old dramatists who had so 
long held sway on itsboards. The notion was 
received with derision ; how farhe may have 
been correct in his prophecy we leave to the 
intelligent reader, whose last visit to Drury 
Lane Theatre was probably to witness Amy 
Robsart. 

Mr Farren was at one time manager of the 
the Strand and the Olympic, where he carried 
out his favourite project, and where he pro- 
duced a great number of new pieces, especially 
translations from the French, and increased 
thereby his extensive reperiory of characters, 

He was in his latter years acting at the Hay- 
market for many seasons, then under Webster, 
where he, after playing a round of his cele- 
brated parts, turned fargeur, and finally in 
“the last scene of all, that ends this strange 
eventful history,” appeared as Old Parr, an
